Engineers Ilgure
that a foot of water tumbling down
tho dam spillway, which Is 1.200 feet
wldo, causes a waste of 3,650,000,000
gallons a day.

Jn years past Now York city sold
water to Westchester county

for $133 a million gallons. At that
rate tho present wastage, engineers es-

timate, amounts to npproxlmutoly $50J.-iiO-
